The station was established for the purpose of making available 
research facilities for scientists and students in all branches of science, 
who have problems that can be investigated through the utilization 
of the faunal, floral and geological features of the area. It will be open 
during the entire year. 


It is operated by the American Museum of Natural History, Central 
Park West at 79th Street, New York 24, New York and under the dl- 
rection of Dr. Mont A. Cazier, Chairman and Curator of the Department 
of Insects and Spiders, to whom all inquiries should be addressed.
